NEW SOUTH WALES: 
Biological & Chemical Research Institute, Entomology Branch 


Therioaphis trifolii (SAA) populations were present at 
economic levels throughout the State from January to April. 
During this period heavy persistent rain reduced populations to 
sub-economic levels for a limited period of time in some areas. 
Populations of SAA are now declining with the onset of winter. 


Acyrthosiphon kondoi (BGA) populations are increasing in 
various areas of the State. These populations are expected to 
reach economic proportions during May and June. 


European wasp, Vespula germanica, appears to be widely 
distributed in the Sydney metropolitan area from the city centre 
to the southern suburbs, especially in the Georges River area. 


A line of cauliflowers developed by Dr. M. Dickson, from 
the Cornell University, New York State Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Geneva, N.Y., was recently examined at Rydalmere for 
its resistance to attack by the cabbage moth, Plutella xylostella 
Laboratory work indicated that first instar larvae were unable 
to survive on these plants, although the later instars appeared 
to be able to develop normally. Dr. Dickson, a plant breeder, 
has been studying the resistance of cruciferous crops to 


Pieris rapae, P. xylostella and Trichoplusia ni in America. 


The source of the resistant strains of cauliflowers to these 
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pests came from a cauliflower variety which originated in 
Australia. Dr. Dickson, who has been working at Rydalmere for 
Six months, returns to America in early May. Mr. John Hamilton, 
who has been cooperating with Dr. Dickson during his visit will 
continue to investigate the possible use of resistant varieties. 


Dr. Vic Edge, Mr. Eberhard Schicha, Mr. Graham Thwaite, 
Mr. Colin Bower, Dr. Steve Goodwin, Mr. Ed Jones and Dr. Andrew 
Beattie attended a Workshop on the Future of Integrated Mite 
Control on Horticultural Crops, which was held at the Division 
of Entomology, Canberra from 17-19th April, 1978.

The main aim of this 
aspect of the Group's investigations is to determine which 
species of eucalypt and acacia might be suitable for use in the 
New England Region under the present circumstances of intense 
insect attack and widespread death of trees.

The Society's Twenty Fifth Annual General Meeting was held 
in the Australian Museum, College Street, Sydney on the night 
of Wednesday, lst March. This historic meeting was well attended 
and the following officers were elected: President, 
Mr. C.E. Chadwick; Vice-President, Mr. K.G. Campbell; Hon. 
Secretary, Dr. G.A.C. Beattie; Asst. Hon. Secretary, Dr. 
A.D. Clift; Hon. Treasurer, Mr. E.E. Taylor; Hon. Editor, 
Dr. F.J.D. McDonald; Business Manager, Mr. M. Elshafie; four 
Council Members, Mr. A. Catley, Mr. J.T. Hamilton, Mr. G.R. Brown, 
Mr. P. Hughes. 
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The Presidential Address, given by Mr. Chadwick, was 
entitled 'Twenty Five Years of Effort - Some Aspects of the 
History of the Entomological Society of Australia (N.S.W.)'‘. 
Of special interest to those members who have been in the 
Society for less than ten years was the general situation 
in 1952 that led to the founding of the Society, with the 
inaugural meeting in February 1953.
